In  the  second  issue  this  year,  we  covered  songs,  cars,  discoveries  and  events  of 
1959.  This  issue  we  will  take  a look  at  coin  prices  in  1959  and  1999. 

First,  we  need  to  remind  you  that  the  grading  of  coins  was  different  in  1 959,  but  we 
will  try  to  compare  the  best  we  can.  In  1959,  Technical  grading  was  used,  but  the 
coins  were  priced  by  the  condition  of  the  coin. 

The  first  coins  we  will  compare  are  the  Bar  cent  and  then  a Capped  half  cent.

The  Bar  cent  in  “Good”  had  a 2,400%  increase  in  value  while  the  “Fine”  had  a 
2,434%  increase.  Now  let’s  look  at  the  “Unc”  and  “Au”.  Wow,  a 6,054%  increase 
in  value. 

On  the  half  cent,  the  “Good”  increased  2,567%  while  the  “Fine”  increased  3,585%. 

On  this  chart  we  first  look  at  a 1810  Half  cent.  In  “Good”  it  increased  650%,  while 
in  “Fine”  it  increased  845%  in  value.  The  same  coin  in  “Unc”  increased  2,900%.

Now  let’s  take  a look  at  the  1808  Large  cent.  In  “Good”,  the  coin  increased  600%. 
In  “Fine”,  it  increased  1,011%.  Looking  at  the  1844  over  81,  in  “Good”,  it  increased 
334%  while  in  “Fine”  it  increased  290%.  Wow,  look  at  the  increase  in  “MS  60”... 
2,234%  increase  since  1959. 

How  about  a look  at  the  early  small  cents.  The  1 856  Flying  Eagle  increased  1 ,662% 
while  in  “Fine”  it  increased  1,243%  over  the  1959  value.  The  “UNC”  compared  to 
the  “MS  60”,  increased  1,150%.

MAKING  SENSE 

John  D.  Wright,  NLG 


Franz  Schubert  is  sixteen  this  year  when  his  “Symphony  Number  One  in  D Major” 
is  first  performed  in  Vienna.  After  thirteen  years  in  an  insane  asylum,  the  Marquis 
de  Sade  dies  this  year  at  age  74.  His  desire  that  “my  memory  will  be  effaced  from 
the  minds  of  men”  will  not  be  realized.  The  London  Philharmonic  Society  is  founded 
this  year,  and  Britain  mints  the  last  gold  Guineas  this  year. 

But  chroniclers  find  more  relish  in  bloodshed  and  will  record  this  as  a year  filled 
with  wars  on  at  least  three  continents. 

In  Europe,  the  French  continue  their  expansionist  adventures  with  less  success 
than  before.  At  the  “battle  of  the  nations”  around  Leipzig,  a third  of  Napoleon’s 

190.000  man  army  is  killed.  The  turning  point  comes  when  the  Saxons,  fighting  as 
French  allies,  change  sides  in  the  middle  of  the  battle.  With  allies  like  this,  who 
needs  enemies?  Over  the  last  year  Napoleon  has  lost  219,000  men  to  typhus  and 

105.000  men  in  battle. 

Farther  south,  the  French  are  finally  driven  from  Spain,  culminating  a brilliant  five- 
year  guerilla  campaign  by  British  general  Wellington.  Napoleon’s  brother  Joseph, 
installed  as  “King  of  Spain"  five  years  ago,  flees  Madrid  for  France. 

With  the  Spanish  overly  preoccupied  with  trying  to  regain  their  own  country,  insur- 
rections throughout  South  and  Central  America  turn  from  rebellion  to  revolution. 
Simon  Bolivar  becomes  the  dictator  of  Venezuela.  Mexico  declares  independence 
from  Spain.  The  constitution  of  the  new  Mexican  Republic  abolishes  class  distinc- 
tion and  slavery. 

The  Creek  Indian  War  in  Alabama  and  Georgia  is  incited  by  Tecumseh  the  Shawnee 
from  Indiana.  The  Creeks  have  taken  Fort  Mims,  killing  over  500  settlers,  but 
Andrew  Jackson  retaliates  and  will  defeat  the  Creeks  next  year.  Tecumseh  is 
killed  later  this  year  in  Ontario  in  an  engagement  against  the  forces  of  US  general 
Harrison.  His  death  ends  Indian  dreams  of  a unified  all-nation  opposition  to  the 
white  “new  Americans”. 

Zebulon  Pike  (earlier  of  “Pikes  Peak”  fame)  captures  Toronto  from  British  forces 
but  is  killed  in  the  battle.  Famous  communications  from  this  year  include  the  words 
of  mortally  wounded  James  Lawrence:  “Don’t  give  up  the  ship!”  — his  men  within 
hours  give  up  the  ship,  and  those  of  Oliver  Perry:  “We  have  met  the  enemy  and 
they  are  ours”.  Perry  is  a young  man  of  28  years.  The  British  attempt  to  split  the 
United  States  down  the  Hudson  Valley  will  be  stopped  by  the  defeat  of  their  navy 
on  Lake  Champlaign  next  year.

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Looking  at  the  more  common  1857  Flying  Eagle,  in  “Good”  the  value  increased 
809%  and  in  “Fine”  it  increased  567%.  In  uncirculated  condition,  the  value  in- 
creased 942%.  For  this  more  common  date,  the  uncirculated  won  for  biggest 
bang  for  the  buck.

How  about  the  Indian’s,  how  do  they  compare?  The  1877  Indian  in  “Good”  in- 
creased 1,446%,  while  in  “Fine”  it  increased  1,250%.  Comparing  the  “Unc”  to  the 
“MS  60”,  the  increase  was  1,043%. 

Now  let’s  take  a look  at  the  common  date  1909  Indian.  In  “Good”,  the  coin  in- 
creased 650%  while  in  “Fine”  it  increased  300%.  The  “Unc”  compared  to  the  “MS 
60”  increased  634%. 

Starling  in  early  1900’s,  the  grade  of  Unc  was  divided  into  Unc,  Choice,  and  Gem. 
Because  of  this,  we  will  start  using  MS  63  comparisons. 

How  does  the  1909  S VDB  fair  in  this  report.  In  “Good”,  the  value  increased 
1,067%.  In  “Fair”  condition,  the  increase  was  1,025%.  The  uncirculated  1909  S 
VDB  increased  932%

How  about  a look  at  some  early  date  Lincoln  cents.  The  1909  S in  “Good”  in- 
creased 775%,  while  the  “Fine”  coin  increased  614%.  In  the  uncirculated  condi- 
tion, the  coin  increased  629%.

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The  1914  D Lincoln  cent  in  “Good”  increased  357%  but  the  same  coin  in  “Fine” 
only  increased  213%.  The  1914  D uncirculated  coin  increased  550%.  By  far  the 
winner  is  the  uncirculated  coin. 

How  about  a look  at  a nickel,  half  dime  and  two  dimes.  On  the  1938  D Jefferson 
nickel,  the  “Fine”  coin  increased  190%,  while  the  uncirculated  coin  increased  180%. 

Let’s  look  at  the  1 801  Bust  half  dime  in  “Good”  condition.  The  increase  was  1 ,234% 
while  in  “Fine”  it  only  increased  700%.  It  looks  like  the  uncirculated  coin  is  the  big 
winner  again,  with  an  increase  of  1,472%.

Examining  the  1916  D dime  is  always  a thrill,  but  the  coin  in  “Good”  condition 
increased  1,740%.  The  same  coin  in  “Fair”  condition  came  in  with  an  increase  of 
1,400%. 


What  if  you  had  saved  your  milk  money  and  bought  an  uncirculated  1916  D dime, 
the  increase  would  have  been  1,900%. 

Let’s  not  talk  about  the  1958  Roosevelt  dime.  (275%)  (Can’t  win  them  all) 

Wonder  how  the  dollars  are  doing  in  comparison. 

The  1840  Liberty  Seated  dollar  in  “VF”  increased  1,011%,  but  in  uncirculated  con- 
dition it  increased  2,991%.  The  1889  CC  Morgan  increased  4,345%  in  “VF”  and  a 
huge  9,900%  in  just  MS  60. 

What  about  the  poor  Peace  dollar?  The  1935  S increased  a poor  243%  in  “VF” 
and  a surprising  1,900%  in  uncirculated  condition.

Franklin  Half  Dollar 

The  best  know  error  or  variety  for  the  Franklin  half  dollar  series  is  the  “Bugs  Bunny”. 
Some  collectors  believe  it  was  the  result  of  a die  clash.  The  striking  of  the  dies 
without  a planchet  between  them.  Some  say  it  is  just  die  deterioration. 

Let’s  examine  how  a researcher  determines  what  could  have  caused  the  resulting 
error. 

With  the  age  of  computers  and  professional  graphic  programs,  we  can  make  over- 
lays of  coins  to  determine  what  would  be  the  result  of  a die  clash.  First  let’s  take 
an  obverse  image  of  the  1955  P Franklin  and  then  the  reverse  image  of  the  same 
coin. 

First  we  must  take  photographs  of  a 1955  P “Bugs  Bunny”,  both  the  obverse  and 
the  reverse.  The  macro  photographs  must  be  taken  with  the  same  lens,  with  the 
same  focal  setting.  This  will  give  you  two  images  that  are  the  same  size. 

Then  we  scan  the  photographs  into  the  computer.  We  must  check  to  make  sure 
the  images  or  both  correctly  positioned.  Now  it  starts  getting  a little  tricky.  The 
obverse  must  show  the  top  if  the  head  pointing  north.  But  the  top  of  the  bell  on  the 
reverse  must  be  pointing  south.  Remember  that  the  reverse  of  a coin  is  rotated  at 
a 180  turn  from  the  obverse. 

We  are  not  done  yet,  because  as  you  look  down  on  the  reverse  die,  the  image  is 
also  flipped.  Because  when  the  die  strikes  the  planchet,  it  makes  the  correct 
reverse.  So  know  we  must  horizontally  flip  the  reverse  image.  What  we  have  is 
shown  below. 


Now  we  can  start  our 
little  experiment.  We 
must  copy  the  obverse 
image  and  paste  it  on 
top  of  the  reverse  image. 


Once  the  obverse  image  is  pasted  on  top  of  the  reverse  image,  we  reduce  the 
opaque  value  of  the  obverse  to  about  50%.  This  makes  the  reverse  image  show 
through  the  obverse  image.  What  we  have  in  effect  is  a die  clash  on  our  screen.

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MAKING  SENSE  (Cont.) 


The  federal  money  factory  in  Philadelphia  this  year  is  running  on  wartime  rations. 
Total  mintage  for  the  year  consists  of  one  variety  of  gold  half  eagles  (95,000  pieces; 
less  than  a ton),  ten  varieties  of  silver  half  dollars  (1.2  million  pieces;  about  17 
tons),  and  two  varieties  of  copper  cents  (418,000  pieces;  about  5 tons). 

The  gold  half  eagles  of  1813  are  one  of  the  most  common  years  of  this  scarce  17- 
year  type.  Survival  of  gold  coins  of  this  period  is  quite  small,  running  well  less  than 
one  percent  of  the  original  mintage. 

Silver  half-dollars  of  1 8 1 3 are  fairly  common,  with  a much  higher  survival  ratio  than 
that  of  the  gold  or  copper  coins  of  the  period.  Most  hoards  or  bank  stocks  of 
specie  (hard  money)  of  this  time  were  in  half  dollars,  and  many  thousands  are  still 
available  with  little  wear.  Though  no  variety  of  1813  half  dollar  is  rare,  one  is 
fascinating  and  popular  for  a diesinker’s  blunder.  One  reverse  die  shows  mostly- 
effaced  remnants  of  “UNI”  behind  the  usual  “50  C”  at  the  bottom. 

Copper  cents  of  1813  come  from  only  two  pair  of  dies,  and  neither  combination  is 
more  than  scarce.  Examples  are  normally  found  rough  and  black,  well  worn,  at 
$15  to  $25  apiece.  Examples  near  Mint  State  consistently  bring  well  into  four 
figures  if  the  surface  and  color  are  attractive.  The  1808-1814  cent  design,  usually 
called  the  “Classic  Head”  is  a truly  beautiful  image  when  the  coin  is  a decent 
enough  piece  to  showcase  it  well.  Unfortunately,  most  surviving  examples  are  not 
that  nice.

The  article  covered  the  process  used  to  design  the  new  coin  and  picking  the  win- 
ning design.  The  article  includes  comments  from  Santa  Fe  sculptor  Glenna 
Goodacre.

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Error  Collecting  is  F.U.N.E.Y.  (Cont.) 


Now  we  are  ready  to  examine  what  would  be  the  effect 
of  a die  clash.  First  we  check  Franklin’s  upper  lip.  Then 
we  check  out  the  over  polished  area  in  front  of  the  eye. 
Now  we  check  other  areas  that  might  still  show  signs  of 
a die  clash. 

Below  are  enlargements  of  the  lip  and  the  eye  area  from 
the  overlay. 


The  enlargement  on  the  left  shows  that  the  feather  ribs  at  the  end  of  the  wing  line 
up  exactly  with  the  teeth  on  the  upper  lip.  The  enlargement  on  the  right  shows  the 
bell  lines  across  the  eye  area.  There  is  heavy  polishing  in  the  area  around  the  eye. 
Most  likely  to  remove  traces  of  the  bell. 


While  checking  the  coin  over,  I noticed  another  sign 
of  a die  clash  that  is  not  talked  about.  The  back  of  the 
head.  To  be  more  precise,  the  third  curl  up  from  the 
bottom  of  the  hair.  The  three  white  arrows  show  the 
vertical  bar  of  the  “B”  in  “PLURIBUS”. 

The  black  arrow  shows  the  die  polishing  to  remove 
the  “E”  above  “PLURIBUS”. 

The  wing  feathers  match  the  teeth,  the  bell  lines  match 
the  area  of  the  eye,  the  “B”  lines  up  with  the  extra 
metal  in  the  hair,  and  the  “E”  matches  the  polished 
area  that  removed  the  hair  detail.
